It remaing to be seen whether this saorifice
of self-respeot, of soldierly modesty, of decency,
will receive its reward, or whether the people
will turn to the old Roman standard and judge
of 5 man by his own words. We rather think
that greater weight would have been added to
“iCoriolanus’’ Lyle's worda if he had sallowed
gome one alge to sound his praises. The glory
of bis history may be well caloulated for
Roman admiration, but it seems to us that if
the wounds were pointed out by avother it

wonld have greatly heightened the dramatic
gffect. Despite hia self-abasement, we fear our
modern “*Coriolanus’’ will, like h{n namesake
of old, loss his wished-for office. Ile will not
then go to the Volsclans, for he haa gone to
them slready.

Ir Andrew Johnson be an honest patriot at
hoart, and striving to do what ho oan to restore
juatice and harmony to the country, ha is so
atapidly ignorant, so wofully mistaken, #o
pervarsely connselled, so deaperataly obatinate,
that he succeeds only in onsting himaslf bafors
the wheels of progresa at every step that he
takes. But among hia ecocentrioities is a pre-
tended reliance on the volos of the peopla. A
more consummate coward was never entrusted
with the destinies of a great natiom. He has
not the courage to adopt a “‘policy’’ upon its
mearits, and then, like old Davy Crookett,
being once sure that he ia right, ‘1o go apoad.”
